a. Airmen VSACh, CIIH.T3TCDCL .N end HAY, asalgned to 194f th AAC3 Squadron, 
Tenpelhof Air base wei’S collectively later fifiwad-*ca. 12 A'j:^j 3 t l'?52 and stated t;*jbs‘ 
tantlally as follows: - At 2300 hours, 11 Au^et 195i, they on duty at the 

Control Tower, Tempo Ihof Air Base, when they irvcalTal e call from the Fire Depertmeut, 
Tempelhof Air Base requesting then to look in the sky south of the field, Tempelhof 
Air Base, In the sky directly south of the field Tenpelhof Air Base wore observed 
three (3) objects which could not be identified as any presently known Aircraft or 
Uisslle type. Description given by the three airmen was essentially that objects 
were cloud like in texture, elvotical in shape ^ and eTmnltted a light which made them 
stand out on aa otherwise dark sky, These objects appeared to hfver at some distance 
away (unable to state distance) from the south end of Temps Ihof Air Base, TiS length 
of time objects were observed to hover was estimated to be approrinately thirty (3C) 
seconds. It was stated that one object seemingly closer to the observer was consider 
ably brighter than the other two. The brightest’ object was observed to proceed at 
a great rate of speed (unable to estimate exact speed) in an easterly direction, 
finally diasapoenrlng from sight. As this object moved across the sky there was no 
visible trail left by object. No sounds were audible In connection with objects, 
5Thile attention was focused to dissappearing brightest object the other two apparentl 
dlesappeared, however, their direction of deoerture was not observed,. 



b. Airmen JCHTISCN, ELLI3TCN, ROSBOS, HALL and LANDIS, all member a of the 
Tenp e lhof Air Base Fire Department were collectively Intef-iewed on 12 August 1952 
and described objects observed to be the same type as described above (par. l.a,). 
TiiM of observation was established to be at 2300 hours, II August 1952, In addition 
to the shove description it was statsd that objects appeared possibly be the result 
of search lights projecting light on the clouds. Airman LANDIS stated that they 
looked exactly like searchlights on the clouds ercept for the fact that there were 
CO visible besras emlnating from the ground.
